The charm . of ‘the desert is a
thing ‘which 18 s elusiye as the
distant horl:on—-—u thing which
many thouna.ndn ‘have striven lb
vain to ‘find.  But once you are
captivated by it, you will never
get tired of going there again and
agdin, Its call I8 strong; we who
are under the spell never think of
the possible discomforts such as,
hot weather, sleeping on the ground,
eating a quantity of sand or pump;
ing up flat tires. After retumlng
from a‘stay in the desert, the only
part we remember is the strange
exhilaration. from  the dry atmos-
phere, the lure of distantémountain
ran the purple shadows, vast,
